After the subsidized portion of the
Democratic press in this land district has
defended Register Beard thus far from a
desire to stand by a friend, the truth may
ns well be told onee, if only to see how it
would sound.

A 1-CENT RATE.

It has come to this, old soldier boys.
By dint of entreaty and bard work, the
officials of our Kansas Department of the
Grand Army have, after repeated repul-
ses, succeeded in getting the half-rate
pool amoog the different railroads for
national-encampment round-trip fare bro-
ken. It will be the satisfactory thing for
us to copy here what the Topeka Capital
saye on this subject:

President R. B. Cable, of the Rock Is-
land road, was in the city yesterday (17,)
and after consultation with General Pas-
senger Agent John Sebastian, of the C.,
K. & N, they decided to break from the
“pool,” and give a rate of one cent per
mile to the soldiers’ re-union at St. Louis.

For several weeks the transportation
committee of the Grand Army of Kansas
have been trying every means in their
power to get a one-cent rate to St. Lonis
for the thousands of old soldiers in Kan-
sas, who are not only anxious but eager
to attend, Their efforts in every instance
had been futile.

The western association of passenger
agents have stoutly held out against the
demands of the Grand Army of the Re-
public, and insisted that “one fare” for
the round trip was the best that could be
doue under the circumstances.

As the Rock Island now has its road in
active operation southwest almost to the
line of the state, and reaching far to the
west and northwest, the announcement of
the Rock Island officials that they will
give a rate of 1 cent, will be hailed with
great joy by many thourand old soldiers
of Kansas. Mr. Sebastian had already
arranged for special trains over the Un-
ion Pacific from Topeksa to Kansas City.
At Kansas City the passengers will be
given their choice of any route they may
select to and returning from St. Louis.

ORDINANCE NO. 57.

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING TAXES AND PROVIDING REV-
ENUE FOR THE YEAR ENDING MY 1, 1888,

Be it ordained by the mayor and councilmen of
the city of Wia-Eeeney, Kansas:
Sec. 1. That for the purpose of general revenoe
and to defray the current expenses of the city gov-
ernment for tho year ending May 1, 1838, there is
hereby levied a tax of five mills on the dollar on all
real, mixed and personnl property within the cor-
porate limits of tite city of Wa-Eeency, Kanzas, as
the same appears and iz returned on the assessment
rolls for sald year of A. D., 1887, and filed in the
county clerk’s office in and for Trego county, Kan.,
and taxable sccording to the laws of the state,
Bxo.
